DELAYED ^PATCHES. 

EUKOPE. 
StI Petebsbukq, Jlay 18. — Gen. 
Ignatii^,'^"kuccessor, p£ Gen. Melikoff, 
Ims acl'dressed a circular dated to day to 

the governor of iho provinces, explain- 
ing tin; princiiilcs of tlio iiuperiiil maui- 
fi'HLo, and announcing tlio viuws of thn 
government on the internal condition 
of the country. It refer.s to the dark 
Hiding of the present state of aooioty, ir 
roligio\is education of youth, inactivity 
of the fJuthot-ities, indifference o£ many 
iiolders of public officiesito 'the general 
Welfare,' and tlieir precarious manage- 
ment of public property. Heroin, it 
says, is to be found an osplanatiou of 
tile p'ainfiil fact that the great reforms 
introduced by the last government did 
uob result in the full benefit the deceas- 
I'll femperor had a right to e.x;pect. But 
an autocrat, strong in attachment and 
unbounded love of a great people could 
iiut, even \fitb 'the enlightGncd'co opor- 
ution of tlie best sons of tlio fatherland, 
succotisfully remove the great evils from 
which Kubsia is sufl'eriiig. The first 
task is extirpation of tiic spirit of robel- 
lioii which society niu.st counteract of 
its own intuit.ion. 

Tiie nobility, who always listen to 
the voice of«trutb<ahdMion6r, will sub- 
stantially contribute to that result. The 
nobility and other classes must have 
the certainty that all tlieir rights will 
remain untounchod. The peasantry 
may lie .sure that tlie government will 
not only maintain all the. rights accord- 
ed them, .but .\yill rjelievo the people as 
much as possible of the burden of ta.\- 
ation in order to improve their coiuli- 
tiou. At the same time the govciii- 
moiit will take ineaKures to cstiibli.sh a 
system for pccuring particulars of local 
force3''-in execution of' the ompLTor's 
plans, i;'

— A largo number 
of socialists will shortly bo e.Kpolled 
from Leipsic, including three loading 
members of the reichstag. 

Madrid, May 19. — The treasury has 
ordered the arrest of someofiScers of the 
debt dciiartnieiit and some persons well 
known in business circles on charges of 
fraud and forgery, The event caused 
a great sensation in monetary circles. 

At ICillaniey yesterday a collision oc- 
curred between a police brigade and 
tho jieople. Several of the latter were 
wounded.

The new Hungarian loan of £16,- 
000,000, 4 per cent, gold rentes, has 
been subscribed many times over and 
over, and closes at 3 per cent, pre- 
mium. 

Pauis, Afay 19. — Jules Ferry, presi- 
dent of the council, read in tlie chamber 
of deputies to-day, the text of 
tho Tunisian treaty the sub- 
stance of which has already been 
made known. Ho said that tho treaty 
would bo of mutual benefit. The gov- 
ernment entertained nothing but friend- 
ly sentiments towards the bey, and was 
disposed to give bim fresh proof there- 
of in the event of his being threatened 
in his legitimate authority or indc[)en- 
(lence. No doubt could exist in the 
mind of Euro].'C of the iulentioiis of 
France. Slio should be content with 
tho treaty. 

Tu.s is, May 20. — Gen. Breard was 
not defeated by Arab.s.

After exjiresaing the hope that Franco 
will relintjuisli all idea of annexation 
or even of protectorate over Tunis, 
Garibaldi declares that in any case an 
Italian fleet with 50,000 men ought to 
be ready to defend Italian island.'i which 
are threalenecl. 

GoNST.-wTiNoi'i.K, May 18. — The 
palace of Midhat Paiiha wiu: suddenly 
surrounded to-day by thrse battalions 
of troops under the command of the 
aide de camp of the sultan. Midhat, 
however, escaped by a side door and 
took refuge at the French consulate, 
whence he issued an ai)peiil to the for- 
eign consuls for protection. The con- 
suls ajiplied to the ambas.sadors for in- 
sLruciions. The minister of justice has 
left for Syria. 

LoNUO.v, ^lay 20. — Un resuming 
si'cond reading of tho land bill Purnell 
said that ho regretted lhat he could not- 
joiu in division at this stage of the bill, 
the principle of which ho regarded as 
defective. It proposed, he said, no new 
principle and only proposed to restore 
what the bill of 1870 was inlemled to 
give. lie urged the government to 
transplant surplus ])opulation to land 
ca[)able of improvement, to tind em- 
ployment for the people and create an 
increased su[)ply of food instead of get- 
ting out of ditficulty by promoting im- 
migration. One of the great reasons 
why Irish enterprise was so kept down 
was that Ireland is under the curse of 
foreign rule and until English rulers 
are cleared out bag and baggage 
there would be little hope for Irish 
people. 

Sir Stafford Northcote " said that he 
feared that the bill would not have the 
effect of pacifying the people. 

Lord Elcho's motion that the leading 
provisions of the bill are economically 
unsound, unjust and impolitic, was re- 
jected, 352 to 17G. The announcement 
of the vote wasreceiyed witb.loud cheers 
from supporters of the ministry.- ' Par- 
nell's going from the house with about 
eighteen of his followers without vot- 
ing was greeted with derision. 

Among the Irish members who voted 
for the second reading of the land bill 
were W. Sbtiw, Mitchell Henry, David 
Labourne, Colthurst, Geo. Errington, 
John Philip Notlan, P. K. Smythe,

])roininent memhor of the Killarncy 
branch of I Ik; land lesiguo and noted for 
i the conspicuous part he has talcen in 
support of O'Donohue at various elec- 
tions, has boon arrested under the co- 
ercion act. . 

A passage in Archbishop Croke's 
speech at Ballingarry in which he siiid 
that ho had done something for the 
peo[)lo and was reaily to do and daro 
more, has attracted attention at Home, 
and the archbishop has Ijcen communi- 
cated with on the subject. 

London, May 20. — In the lords last 
evening Granville said that Russia with 
the support of Geriiiftiiy recently pro- 
posotl a conference of tho powers with 
a view to joint action against as,sassiiia~ 
tion. From no sympathy with nihi- 
lism, be said, lier majesty's govemmsnt 
declined to participate in the confer- 
ence believing it would have no practi- 
cal result and that for the goverriiuent 
to join it would not be agreeable to 
either parliament or the country. That 
refusal, however, being made it is 
more incumbent upon us to use all 
means which our own laws put at our 
disposal for punishing persons guilty of 
inciting to muVder, and iie believed 
that ihese means would be found ade- 
quate for that purpo.se. 

Lo.vDoy. iri-v 20. — Th" vicyrov of 
India telegraphs to the home ofhce 
slating that the Slaharajah of Nepaul is 
dead; that his heir has succeeded to the 
throne, and that all is quiet up to the 
present time. 

Nice, May 20.— Count Harry Carl 
Edward Yon Arnira, Prussian diplo- 
matist, died Thursday evening. Count 
Von Arnim was German ambassador at 
Paris and was subsequently found 
guilty by a high court of state on charges 
of betraying his country, oflendiug the 
emperor and insulting Bismarck and 
the foreign oflico and sentenced to five 
years' [)enal servitude. 

Lo.NDOS-, May 20. — A report that tho 
Russian governtaent intends to dispatch 
a congratulatory mission to Cabul and 
negotiate with Afghanistan h utterly 
unfounded. 

Paris, May 20.— Tlie Anglo-French 
Union Bank, limited, having l(j 
branches and 12,000,000 francs capital, 
has suspended. 

ARIZONA. 
Tusco.v, -May IS.— "Curley Bill," a 
notorious Texas cowboy, who killed 
Marshal Wliiu^, of Tom listone rrceiitlv, 
captured a church at L'harlestown wiih 
his pang and made the clergyman dance 
before the congregation and raided sev- 
eral towns in the vicinity at difTerent 
times, was shot and fatally wounded at 
Galcyvillo yesterday by Jim Wallace, 
one of his comrades, who was releasad 
on the ground of self defence, 

CANADA. 

Cakso, May 20. — Tho representa- 
tives of ihc America Cable Co. arrived 
here this afternoon to witness the land- 
ing of the shore end of tho new Amer 
ican cable. Tho Bleumer Faraday with 
1000 uiiles of new cable on board ia 
hourly expected, when the laying of 
the cable will begin. A commodious 
building for tho nccoinmodation of the 
staff of the station has been erected 
near the shore and a trunch seven deep 
and half a mile long lias been 0])encd. 
Everything is in readiness to receive 
the cable. There is much excitement 
among the citizens of Canso and vicinity 
at the prospect of having a cable sta- 
tion erected there. 

EASTERN STATES. 

DeadwouD, Mity 21. — Seventen men 
were caught by the cave of a tunnel. 
Three were killed, five badly hurt and 
nine more were dug out uninjuretl. 

WAsniKaTos', iM/iy 18. — Gen. Grant 
wrote to tho president some days ago a 
letter urging die wiihdrawal of Robert- 
son's nomination in the interest of pease 
and harmony in New York politics. 
The letter was delivered to the presid- 
ent by a senator to whom it was en- 
closed by Gen. Grant. "Whether or not 
the president replied to the letter has 
not been learned, but it is very evident 
that tho advice it contained did 
not move him. Gen. Grant will stick 
to the New York senator through 
thick and thin and he will abandon 
everything else to help Conkling if the 
latter should be hardv pressed in his con- 
test for re-election.' • 

Albany, May 21 — It is understood 
that cx-Senator Conkling, Vice Presid- 
ent Arthur, Judge Folger, Gen. Sharpe, 
Police Goiumissioner French, Senator 
Btrahan, i John F. Smythe and others 
of Conkling's friends and supporters 
will have a consultation in New York 
to-morrow and Sunday. Tho strugglo 
will begin in earnest next Monday 
night. Next week is likely to be one 
of unusual excitement and interest in 
political ci^rcles. Hotels are already re- 
ceiving orders for rooms.

Wo ciin get but little information hero 
about British Columbia; but think it must 
have a milder cliniito and shorter wintora 
than Ontario and Manitoba, and is not 
quite BO crowded. 

•I RcBpectfully, J. B. 

This is one of many letters of which 
we are constantly in receipt. We sup- 
press the-namesj 'bui.the.orieinal may 
be seen at this office. The letter sup- 
ports what we have frequently asserted 
— that beyond the limits of the jiro- 
vinco little is known of the climate, re- 
sources and business prospects of this, 
the Gem Province of the Dominion. In 
consequence of there being no govern- 
ment handbook or any other document 
that treats of these matters we will 
briefly istate for the benoht of the cor- 
respondent that the winters are luild 
and' oj)en and always short; that land 
beyond the limits of the railway belt 
may be had at %\ per acre; that cattle 
graze out of doorb the year round; that 
the country has illimitable resources of 
the forest, the mine and the sea; and 
that under the influence of railway e.^- 
penditure buainess prospects are im- 
proving and tho population increasing. 
This is an epitome of information 
which should till several pages of a 
handbook and which should be now in 
print. To supply'^nsdjno measure this 
want the local gOvHrnment have given 
an order for'2000 copies of a forthcom- 
ing miigazine denorip'tive of the pro- 
vince and its capabilities. There is but 
one fault to find with their action — the 
order is tab small. The City Council, 
who have passed a resolution to 
purchase 1000 copies of the pub- 
lication, have been assailed by tho gov- 
ernment orp;an with vituperation and 
misrepresentation. Fault was originally 
found .with the Council because the 
publisher is a "foreigner;"' but the ri- 
diculousness of that objection became 
soon so ' ap'pareiiV "that" the ground has 
been shifted and it is now asserted that 
tho Council have not the power to en- 
able them to e.^pcnd the neces.sary sum. 
This may or may not be the case. Wo 
should be tho last porson in the world 
to advise the Council to perpetrate an 
illegality, and if,lbe proposed exjjendi- 
ture 18 hot within their powsr it can- 
not and will not be made. But if pro- 
cedwnts are wanted thereexiat several 
to authorize the expenditure. Wo earn 
estlv hope that the action of the Council 
will be shown to bo entirely legal; then 
J. B. and scores of others who constant- 
ly vrinte f or in£.orn\ation concerning the 
country- will be enabled to secure a 
copy of 'the.,)!^?8i Shore at city or gov- 
ernment expen.te. The value of ewcli 
immigrant to the country ia fi."cod, at 
81500.

Quebec, May -5 — Judge Duval, for 
many years Chief Justice of tho Court of 
Quoen'a Bench, died liere this afternoon. 

Halifax, N. S., -May 5 —Sir Win. 
Young, who luis been L'luuf J iistice uf this 
province for twont^-ono yeara, yostordiy 
tendered his resignation to.tlu! Dominion 
Government. It is said that tho pre.iont 
minister of justice, Hon. Jas. Macdonald, 
will be his successor. Tho seat occupied 
by tho latter in tho Oovornnuuit will very 
probably bo aoounid l)y a Senator from 
this province, but so far thoro is nuicli 
speculation on tholJ^^tter. Tito, elevation 
of Mr. Macdonald to tho Bunch will 
create a vacancy in tho Houso of Com- 
mons for Pictou. Another judge of tho 
Supromo Court, who has been on tho 
benoh for thirty-three years, will proba 
bly now resign, and in such event it is 
said a Senator from Eastoni Xov.i Scotia 
will obtain the position. 

Ottawa, May C— Tho e.xtunsivo choeso 
exporter, Mr. George Morton, of Kingston, 
is at present in tho city. Ho has had 
several interviews with tho Governor- 
General and members of th<' Cabinet por- 
tainini^' to mutters in louufction with his 
Nortli-Weat colonisation scheuiu. Ilia 
intentions aro to form a company with a 
paid-up capital of SIOO.OOO; to fence in 
224 farms of 100 acres each; to break up 
40 acres on each farm; build a good house 
and stock each lot with 30 milch cows. 
All tlieso farms aro to bo .served by a 
narrow g'augo railroad (two foet wide), 
with a station at every fanner s door. 
Tho railway is to be 33A miles in length 
with 58 stations. It is intended to collect 
tho milk twice daily for six month or 
longer, and to raise all the ualves instead 
of deaconing tliom, as practised in dairj' 
districts in America, anil to build an im- 
mense checao and butter factory for 
manufacturing cheddar, stiltun, and 
gruyere cheese from the product of C,70U 
cons. This scheme will be of grert ad- 
vantage to poor men having families, who 
can milk stock, thus saving the otherwise 
necessary outlay for labour. It will 
doubtless cause a stir in the cheese pro- 
ducing communities of America and Great 
Britain. Connected with this scheme 
76.000 acres of a ranche forfeeding steers 
are required, and are expected to bo 
leased from the Govcrnniont,

lie Vessel Saak in Three Klnutes. 

Advices from St. Vincent st.-ito that tho 
details have been roccivod thcro of tlio 
disaster to tho British sloop-of w.ir Dntorol, 
which was blown up at Sandy Point, in 
the Strait of Magellan, involving, the lo.'js 
of 143 lives. There were two oxplosionfl, 
the first supposed to have been tho burst- 
ing of a boiler used in condensing sea 
water. The second was in the for- 
ward magazine. The vessel went 
down bow foremost, in eight fathoms of 
water, in three minutes, and nothing was 
seen after the second explosinn except a 
few planks. The survivors saved their 
lives by jumping overboard after tlie first 
explosion. They wero rescued by boats 
from sailing vesaols and from the yacht of 
tho Bishop of Falklnnd Island. Corn- 
inandant Evans jumped through a port- 
hole, and was taken from the water much 
lacerated by broken glass and wrecking. 
The engineer, who escaped, was not on 
duty at the time.

Yale, May 23. 
This morning at six o'qlock an accident 
occurred to tho up-atago at the bluff this 
side of the Suspension Bridge whore the 
road is narrow and there is a sharp de- 
scent to the river. There werij elev«n 
passengers on board, amongst them Judge 
McOroight, Mrs. Foster and J. E. Smith, 
ofClinton, J. T. Hawks, of Soda Creek 
and A. S. Young, of Cache Creek. Rail- 
way work isbeing carried on at this point, 
but the road had not been cleared out snf- 
ficently as it was thought to allow tho 
stage to pass. When nearly past tho worst 
part the wheel struck a, rock and the stage 
was upset in tho road, thmwing A. S. 
Young off the seat on to tho rocks bolow. 
Mrs. Foster was also throivn over the 
cribbing, but her clothes catching in a log 
she was held until released and so saved 
from a-bad fall. Young is badly shaken 
up, but tho docters think u fc-w Jiiya at 
Chapman's Bar will put him all right. Tho 
passengers generally liave reason to con- 
gratulate themselves on their escape from 
a most teriduB accident, as had the stage 
fallen over the bank instead of in the road 
tho passengers, stage and all would' have 
rolled into tho river.

UOWEN VS. AD.VM.S. 

This caso_grow uui>,i.f toe insolvency of 
Julius jfangeiihaim in the occupancy of 
tho St.'Charles^otel' and Music Hall, 
and tho defendant taking forcible posses- 
sion of the latter. 

IMr. A. E. B. Davie for plaintiti' and 
Mr. T. Davie, instruct-jd by Mr. Eborls, 
for defendant. 

Mr. A. E. B. Davie, in opening the caao 
briefly explained tho circumstances under 
which it was brought into Court. The 
lease of tho prenii.scs for ISO years was 
read, upon wluch llio music hall was orect- 
od. Then followed tho aflidavit of the 
plaintiff, stating that on tho insolvency of 
Wangenhoiiu hu took possession of the pro- 
mises, being appointed trade assignee by 
Mr. Dupont. Afterwards. tho defendant 
took forcible possession of tho premises 
known as St. Charles Hall b}- breaking into 
tho same and barringouttheplaintilfou 1st 
February last, and also taking possession 
of more property than -i wou.ld have 
satisiiud tho arrears of rout then due. 
The chief points in the . case were then 
enumerated by the learned counsel and 
numerous authorities cited in support uf 
them. 

Mr. T. Davie said that the dofunco ac- 
knowledged getting into tho building by 
breaking through an outer window. Tho 
contention on Itis side would bo that no 
action in this case lies. 

C. Gowen, tho plaintiff, sworn — Was in 
possession of promises when forcibly en- 
tered by defendant; this forciblo entry 
was nnulo on tho 1st February last at 1 
p.m. ; was inside and the door.! wore lock- 
ed; heard a noise at one of tlio .side doors; 
afterwards at one of tho windows; one of 
tho slats w.is broken and tho window was 
opened; tlio defendant and another man 
juiiipedin; tho defendant had a hatchet 
in his hand and ho ordered witness out of 
the building; plaintifl' went out and kick- 
ed defendant in ; went back again but 
could not get in and has been deprived 
of tho premises over ainco; the building 
cost about §2000; identified tho inventory 
of goods in the hall; nothing had been re- 
moved when defendant otfected his en- 
trance; tho (ioods wero worth between 
S-100 and goOO; had told defendant that 
ho should havo tho whole of his rent on 
31st January or lat February; ho seemed 
contented with tho remark; mot him next 
day in front of the hall and told him he 
should have his rent that day; plaintiff 
had goods belonging to tho estate in tho 
hotel, a range, itc. ; the tenant left tliu 
hotel shortly after forciblo possession was 
taken of tho hall; witness supposed do- 
fondant had those things now ; they were 
wero worth S300; tho promises have been 
in defendant's po3sessionsince;thedefonce 
sot up was false; defendant had made no 
complaint to him. 

Mr. T. D.ivio contended that thcro was 
an implied understanding that tho house 
should be kept up as an hotel and that 
the liquor license should not have been 
allowed to lapse. Authorities were quot- 
ed in support of his contention. 

Evidence of Mr. Gowen resumed— -The 
liquor license was then removed to tho 
hall by permission of tho M.ayor and ex- 
pired on 3l3t December last; tho defend- 
ant had never complained of this arrange- 
ment; indebtedness proven §5000; a fire 
proof safe was in bond belonging to tho 
eatate ; this was all besides the premises and 
furniture; receipts for rent wero then 
produced. 

Cross-examined by Mr. T. D.avie. — 
Did ask the defendant to take tho pro- 
perty off his hands; he would not do it; 
tho rent suited him better than the place ; 
took nothing off the premises but Edwards' 
trunk and Wangenheini's clothing; tho 
range was not covered by a mortL,'age to 
the defendant; tho inspectors of ihe es- 
tate, Mossri. Smith & Turner, had on one 
occasion forbidden him to go on with tho 
suit; defendant had been thro iring every ob- 
stacle in the way; tho creditors by resolu- 
tion requested witness to go on with the 
suit. 

F. G. Richards, senior, aworn. — The 
St. Charles Hotel and Music Hail had 
never been rsed for improper purposes 
while he was a subtenant; heard Mr. 

Gowen promise to pay Mr. Adams tiio 
rent on tho Ist Fobruary. 

This closed tho caao for the plaintiff. 

Mr. T. Davie contended tliat thoro was 
no ground for action, or if there was it is a 
personal one; tho defendant when lie en- 
tered was entitled to do so in conse- 
quence of taxss and rent boine in arrears, 
'f hero were two breaches in tho oovenant, 
rent in arrears and tho unpaid ta.xoa. Au- 
thorities were cited in support of his con- 
tontinn. Tho learned counsel stated that 
an entirely hypothetical volue had been 
put upon the goods remaining in the hall 
and that tho plaintiff could havo them 
again by paj'ing up rent and arrears. 

His Lordship was of opinion that tho 
defendant was a treapas.ier in taking pos- 
sesion of tho furniture, but ho was law- 
fully in possession of the land and buildings 
on account of rent and taxes being in ar- 
rears. 

Mr. T. Davie submitted thai' the plain- 
tiff's case had failed as the goods wero all 
on the promises that were there when tho 
entry was etTected. 

D. F, Adams, sworn. — Was tho owner 
of tho property in question; there was 
$lt),70 duo for taxes in December and 
§08.75 for rent; had paid the ta.-ces; Ed- 
wards promised to pay witness the rent 
that was due on the Bth January and tho 
plaintiff also promised that ho would 
it paid; a further extension of fmio was 
asked for after paying §30 on account 
after Edward's return from. Now West- 
minster; witness con-sidered himself in 
possession just before 12 o'clock on 1st 
February and only went out to get some 
one to relieve him as bailiff and when out 
tho door was looked on him; the plaintiff 
could get the property again at any time by 
p.tying up the rent and taxes ; if Mr. 
Gowen and the creditors insisted they 
might move the hall off the premises by 
paying witness what was owing' him, 
about 81200; tho furniture was not worth 
mors than §150. 

CroBS-examinod by Mr. A. E. B. Davie. 
Had taken a bar table, part of n can of oil 
and some small articles. 

A. J. Smith, sworn. — Agreed with Mr. 
Gowen in bringing on the lawsuit at tho 
time Adams broke into tho premises; tho 
value of the goods then in the hall after 
paying auctioneer's fees was about 8175. 

His Lordship remarked that tho goods 
might very well bo worth 8300 to the par- 
ties occupying the hall as there were many 
expenses connected with an 'niictibn salo 
of them. ■' 1 . 

Mr. T. Davio again submitted that tho 
plaintitr could not claim for damages, 
neither could he claim on the goods de- 
tained by defendant as they would havo 
been given back at any time had^they been 
called for. Tho defendant was entitled to 
something for tho loss of his business, &c. , 
at least as much as would compensate him 
for what he might havo to pay for the de- 
tention of the goods which had been, per- 
haps unlawfully, seized. 
• Mr. Ai E. Bi Unvio -contended tliat tho 



landlord had no right of forcible entry un- 
til the term for which the premises had 
boon leased had terminated; and not even 
then if the tenant bo in possession. He 
submitted that there ought to bo damages 
for the ousting. Tho goods having been un- 
lawfully seized, wore converted' to the use 
of the defendant. There ought,, thoreford, 
to be damages allowed in this particular. 

His Lordship said it, would be'hettor. 
to commence his judgment at once. Tlio' 
parties could have a written judginonl if 
required. Gowen could have restoration 
of tho leased property on payment of tho 
rent in arrears, or could tako out tlie 
goods — tho oloction to bo jxorciaod in 
one week. Adams was a trespa.ssor in 
taking tho goods, but no civil action lay 
for the forciblo entry, each party to bear 
his own costs. His Lordaliip further ex- 
pressed tho opinion that there was hut 
eno lease and the St. Charles Hall could 
not bo separated from tho hotel. 

A week was given tho plaintiffand cred- 
itors of the ocitate to decide upon what 
shall bu done with the promises,

A private letter from Harriaburg saj's: 
" Every export I havo conversed with ad- 
mits that the country is rich in gold, and 
that they doubt not moro valuable mines 
will bo discovered inland and farther Lo 
the north. Tho story I saw in one of yuur 
papers about tho miners making fioin S5 
to 825 per daj' in tho placer diggings ia 
all a hoax. Exports say that the po.sition 
of tho ledges and configuration of tho 
Land precludes tho existence of any such 
placer diggings. There was a placer dig- 
ging camp, with flume, etc., put in posi- 
tion on the inlet about three miles from 
Rockwell, and po-ssibly tho next steamor 
ni.ay bring gold from tlicae diggings, but 
up to the time of my arrival and during 
my three daya' sta.v not an ounce of gold 
has boon taken from the placer diggings. 
I was on a prospecting tour in the Chilcat 
district on Portage bar and found very 
rich copper quartz, but my time being 
limited prevented ' me from following it 
up. No man with a gun and a fish-hook 
can starve in the country. Tho furesta 
abound in game of every description and 
tho rivers and bays are teeming with the 
most delicious fish. A couple of grouse 
can be purchased for ten cents and a 
whole carcase of venison for one dollar. 
A halibut weighing one hundred pounds 
costs about thirty cents and other articles 
in proportion."

Tho Difacultios of tho Survey in Bri- 
XiBh. Oolumliia. 

MYSTERIOUS ACTION OF THE MAOKENZIE 
QOVERNMNNT AND MR. PLEMINB RE- 
SPEOTINQ A OERTAIN MAP AND 

REPORT. 

Mr. Marcus Smith, testifying before 
the Railway Oommission at Ottawa on 
tho 5th inst. read the following extract 
from a letter written by him to Mr. 
Sandford Flomiiip shortly after his 
arrival in British Columbia, which tet- 
ter hn.'i never been ])ublishcd ; — 

" VicTORU, B.C., Uth Jan., 1872. 

" One dollar will go as far in Ontario, 
as three here. The country is altoge- 
ther in an abomiuable condition as re- 
gards price of labor and business gener- 
ally. An ordinary servant's wages — 
when the}' can Vie got at nil — is ,$30 a 
month and board, and for any extraor- 
dinar}' business, such as we are engaged 
ill, people don't know how much to ask, 
but try to get tb** utmost possible. I 
paid SI. 50 for a boat to take me on 
board the ' Scout,' about 200 yards, 
and a cab won't take .you a hundred 
vards under a dollar. It is impossible 
now for mo to reduce tho e.-cpenses 
verj'' materially, as all the parties are 
in tho field and at a great distance. The 
mistake was made at first in placing 
the large surveying partic' in the tield. 
They ought to have simply been explor- 
ing parties, each party consisting only 
of two thoroughly competent nngineers, 
with each a mountain barometer, cora- 
paas and tape line, and a few juides 
and horses, altogether not over one- 
fourth tho size of the present jjarties, 
as these could have niado surveys (if 
done with jadgiiient) suliicifuitly close 
Lo determine the general route of this 
railway, which would have left only 
one line with minor deviations to sur- 
vey and to locate. But, as it is, I can 
only reduce the expenses by pu.shing 
the work through as rapidly as possi- 
ble, and disbanding the parties a.8 they 
comidete their ta'sk, retaining the beat 
assistants. I wish I had known more 
about the state of things here before I 
left Ontario, I could have Haved much 
time and expense. When I arrived 
here I found that not one of the party 
here retained or partly promised em- 
ployment by tho Lieutenant-Governor 
had nny kind of instrument, so wn had 
to telegraph to San Francisco even for 
thains, and after waiting so long I am 
informed there is nothing on board for 
us, and our telegram has never been 
answered. In fact very little can be 
got iu San rrancisco, and that dne hati 
to pay for. The Lieut. •Governor says 
it has al',vay.s been understood here that 
all kinds of instruments were found by 
the Government, and that I was expect- 
ed to bring a full supply with me. 
However, I am resolved to start -this 
evening and take with me every kind 
of instrument I can find in tho place, 
then send a list to jMcMillan to bring 
■what be can get from San Francisco. I 
shall use a compass if I cannot get tran- 
sits enough. I think it possible I may 
stay -with these partiesi till.-itlio; (begin- 
ning of August, then star* for the in- 
terior to see Mr. Trutcli and Mr. Mc- 
Lennan, EC you will not he.ir from rae 
for some time, but the Lieut.-Governor 
wHo is very kmd Snll 'inform you of

tho bend till another pass, known as the 
Eagle Pass, through the Gold Range, was 
reached. This dotour increased the length 
of this portion threo-fold. If a pass could 
have been found Htrai^ht through tho Sol- , 
kirk Range from the Howse Pass it would 
havo been a .ihoit route. Tho Eagle Paw 
through tlio Gold Range is nearly opposite 
tho Howse Pass, and if a way could have 
boon found through tho Selkirk Range , 
the connection would havo in a direct lino. 
It was because no passage could be found 
through tho Selkirk Range that the Howse 
Pass' was abandoned and the Yellowstoria 
Pass adopted. I concur in Mr. Fleming's 
opinion as to this course.
